Vaccinations 
for Smallpox 
Recommended

Vaccinations against imallpo.s 
are to he given pupils of the 
schools In this district starting 
Feb. 11, according to Dr. rtoy O. 
Gilbert, county health officer. 
Consent slips have been sont to 
parents for signing should they 
desire to have their children rr 
celvc this protection.

Assisted by public health 
nurses from the school and 
Tnrrance health district, Dr, 
Henry C. Smiley,   district 
health officer will be In charge 
of the varrlmitlon*. 
Parents residing in the var­ 

ious school areas are welcome 
to bring their pre-school children 
to the schools for this service, 
the health officer said, and 
adults, who are In need of this 
protection, may also be vaccin­ 
ated.

Although there has been no 
smallpox in Los Angeles county 
for the past, six years, Dr. Oil 
bert Is urging that all parents 
take advantage of this oppor­ 
tunity to have their cfilidren 
protected as it is only by such 
preventive . measures that the 
scourge of smallpox has oecn 
practically wiped out.
